Often, the faithful Wished 
what was left over to serve as a means of 
support for the priest and help for the 
poor. Whether their gift was placed on 
the Divine altar or in a poverty-stricken 
home, the faithful felt assured that their 
offerings became the Body and Blood of 
Christ. 


About the eleventh century when un- 
leavened bread was introduced in Rome, 
gifts of money replaced baskets of food, 
This money was a stipend for the Mass 
and a contribution to Church needs.
